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Doctrinal  Statement 


Article  I:  God  is  a  Person  who  has  revealed  Himself  as  a  Trinity  in 
unity.  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit— three  Persons  and  yet  but  one  God 
(Deut.  6:4;  Matt.  28:19;  I  Cor.  8:6). 

Article  II:  The  Bible,  including  both  the  Old  and  the  New  Testa- 
ments, is  a  divine  revelation,  the  original  autographs  of  which  were 
verbally  inspired  by  the  Holy  Spirit  (II  Tim.  3:16;  II  Pet.  1:21) . 

Article  III:  Jesus  Christ  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God,  which  is  to 
say.  He  is  Himself  very  God;  He  took  upon  Him  our  nature,  being 
conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost  and  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary;  He  died 
upon  the  cross  as  a  substitutionary  sacrifice  for  the  sin  of  the  world;  He 
arose  from  the  dead  in  the  body  in  which  He  was  crucified;  He  ascended 
into  heaven  in  that  body  glorified,  where  He  is  now,  our  interceding 
High  Priest;  He  will  come  again  personally  and  visibly  to  set  up  His 
kingdom  and  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  (Col.  1:15;  Phil.  2:5-8; 
Matt.  1:18-25;  I  Pst.  2:24,  25;  Luke  24;  Heb.  4:14-16;  Acts  1:9-11; 
I  Thess.  4:16-18;  Matt.  25:31-46;  Rev.  11:15-17;  20:4-6,  11-15). 

Article  IV:  Man  was  created  in  the  image  of  God  but  fell  into  sin,  and, 
in  that  sense,  is  lost;  this  is  true  of  all  men,  and  except  a  man  be  bom

(Acts  2:41;  15:13-17;  Eph.  1:3-6;  I  Cor.  12:12,  13;  Matt.  28:19,  20;  Acts 
1:6-8;  I  Thess.  4:16-18).

In  the  summer 
of  1915  he  resigned  his  pastorate  in  Pitts- 
burgh to  accept  a  call  from  the  Missionary 
Training  Institute  at  Nyack,  New  York, 
where  he  served  for  twentv-five  years, 
fourteen  of  which  he  occupied  the  position 
of  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 
In  1940  he  joined  the  Faculty  of  the 
Moody  Bible  Institute  where  he  served 
until  he  was  called  to  be  with  the  Lord 
March  30,  1948.

field.  Through  a  study  of  these  heathen  practices 
the  student  is  also  given  a  renewed  appreciation 
of  his  own  Christian  faith  and  the  hope  it  brings 
that    makes    it     distinct    from     all    other     religions. 
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Of  the  liundted  or  more  subjects  taught  at  Moody, 
none  is  more  valuable  than  the  three  terms  of 
Advanced  Teacher  Trainin,^  of  the  Christian 
Education  Course  ably  conducted  by  Miss  Phyllis 
J.  Roberts.  The  Gospel  of  Mark  was  diligently 
studied  during  the  Winter  term  and  each  week 
different    students    taught    their    assigned    portions. 


The  preparation  and  intensive  study  of  the  Woul 
plus  the  practical  applications  of  the  principles  of 
pedagogy  have  changed  many  a  student's  concept 
of  teaching.  After  each  student  has  taught,  a 
thorough  analyzation  ensues  with  thought-provok- 
ing Miss  Roberts  graciously  pointing  out  weak- 
nesses  and   suggestions   for   improvement.

a  three-term  course  taught  by  Mrs.  Harold  Garner 
during  the  leave  of  absence  of  Mr.  Garner.  Due
